Folk Culture and the Challenges of 
Globalization was a major theme of 
‘the Interntional Symposium organ 
ized by the Intemational Organization 
of Folk Ans (IOV) Kingslom of Bah- 
rain National Section in November of 
2012, 

TOV World is in Formal Consulta- 
tive Relations with UNESCO and the 
vocabulary ofthe 2003 Convention for 
the Safeguarding of the Intangible 
Cultunl Heritage (ICH) vas reflected 
n most of the papers presented at the 
symposium. 

The concem for cultural preserva- 
tian in the modem globalized worl is 
dlerly expressed in the text of the 
2008 Convention and a deep under- 
standing of what folk cul is as a 
form of Intangible Comi Heritage 
could be found in several of the Con- 
‘ventions articles. 

In Article 2 (Definitions) it is stated 
at "The intangible cuina! heritage” 
means the practices, representation, 
expressions, knowledge, stills - as 
Well as the insramens, objects, arti- 
facts and cultural spaces aneciaed. 
‘therewith — that communities, group 
‘and in some cases, individuals recog- 
Ize as part of their callral heritage. 
This intangible cultural heritage. 
ranged from generation to pen- 
eration, is constantly recreated. by 
communities and groups în response 
o their erwirorment, their interaction 
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Material Culture 


Like many dealers in headstones, 
Schick Memorial and Flowers is lo- 
cated near a graveyard, And like many 
ithas long been a family af. 

Gus Schick, who now mus the 
company on Main Steet near Mill- 
ville’s Mount Pleasant Cemetery and 
Na frehears have been involved ini 
‘operation since the 1930s. But in he 
intervening years, headstones have 
‘ota a new face, They have become 
Smaller, Polished black granite has 
replaced marble. And Instead of ham- 
mer and chisel Here Restr and RIP 
are now engraved by sandblasting 

"The results are astonishing- Head- 
stone inscriptions are no longer 
scarcely  inaligie (transcribed 
chiefly, in England, by paper rubbings 
against the stone, that for years were a 
Popular collectible, parsiculariy for the 
most ancient). 

While originally bought in bulk as 
‘blank slabs of stone, they now feature 
detailed depictions, such as the Eight- 
house scene on one in font of 
Schick's office or the angler on a 
stone nearby casting Hs hook between 
the husband and wife commemorated 
în a headstone for twn. These are wame 
seribed tothe stones through a variety 
of techniques that once involved nab- 
"riz membrane stencils but ow 
have become computerized. 

Headstones now tend to be made of 
‘granite, rater dum marble, which 
oes oct woher as wall because of its 
softness, Schick said. And they lend > 
be sale, in part because of — thanks
